B. HAYDON, 


DELICIOUS RUSK 


Bow This Dry and Sweetened Bread I» 


SatUfltotorlly Made. 


A dried rusk is a pastoral sort of 


bread, recalling the feasts of'Phyllis.ond 
Corydon under the green trees, with 
pleuty of berries and flowing bowls of 
milk. These dried breads date, back to 
,ho earliest classic times, when foy con- 
venience large quantities of'breadiwere 
baked and prepared so that it would 
keep a long time. 


German rusk ia usually slightly sweet, 


but the time honored recipe here given 
i;; mude without augur and is especially 
delicious when served with a creamy 


ssjjf iced milk in summer. It4may 


be eaten fresh, as it is an exoellentfbis- 
cuit. 


Add half a cupful of butter to a.pint 


of lukewarm milfc. 
Sift enough bread 


flour, with a teaspoonfial of salt, to make 
n butter about as stiff as you can stir it. 
Beat in half a cupful of homemade 
yeast or half a yeast cake, and finally 
add two eggs and boat the batter until 
it is in blisters. In summer it should 
not rise over eight or ten hours, accord- 
ing to Die weather. In tho morning add 
merely enough flour to roll out the 
dough. Let it rise two hours; then,roll 
it out until it is n little less than half 
iiti inch thick. Out it into small cakea 
find pcit one on top of the other until 
they aro nil paired, and lot them rise 
for liiilf nil hour longer. At the end of 
this timo bnko them for about 20 min- 
ute:! in a qnick oven. When they are 
cooled a little, separate the cakes and 
pilo thorn loosely in a largo dripping 
jjwii, with their soft side up. Sot them 
in tho closet under tho oven, to become 
thoroughly dry, for a day or two and 
thc-ii hang them up in a bag in the 
kitchen near the range, to "cure," for 
Uiri'o or four days longer. Where there 
is 1:0 rango closet under the oven, the 
nifk a.my bo put in the oven at night 
al'ler tho fire ia covered and tlie drafts 
turned off and left till morning. They 
s\i!l jiot be very much browned—merely 
dried ami crisp. Like all rusk, these 
biscuits are better for keeping a week 
or even i\ fortnight. — Philadelphia 
Times.

Tho Chevaliers of the St. Esprit were 
always kuowu. under the name of Les 
Cordon Bleu, and this was tho supremo 
honor during the monarchy of'France. 
It was from this lhat the title of "cor- 
don bleu" \vus given to a first class 
cool:. A gentleman one day deolavcd, 
after a good meal, that ho who luid 
cooked the dinner had proved himself a 
"cordon bleu" among cooks—in othei 
words, the master of his nrfc. The title 
becamo quite tho rage, and is now al- 
ways used to designate a good cook with 
out the persons who uso it knowing 
what it means or still less tho origin of 
tho title.—Exchange.
